County Unfounded.

Representative R. C. Musick, 
oi Breathitt county, introduced a 
resolution in the Lower House of 
the General Assembly of Ken- 
tucky, March 19, in which he de- 
nounced as untrue, unjust, un- 
warranted and unpatriotic the re- 
ports of lawlessness in the Lee 
county oil fields, wh ch were re 
cently published in several Ken- 
tucky papers. 

The reports in question were! 
to the effect that such a state of ! 
lawlessness existed in Lee county j 
that investors in oil properties in 
that field were prevented from! 
operating and developing their 
holdings; that the people had 
been terrorized, property destroy- 
ed and bloodshed, and that the 
local authorities were unable to 
cope with the situation. A com- 
munication was addressed to Gov- 
ernor Stanley at Frankfort ask- 
ing that troops be sent to that 
county at once, and the Govern- 
>r, judging from newspaper re- 
ports and the request sent him 
from that county, believed that a 
-erinus situation existed and im- 
mediately wired the

They will further recall that this 
paper, at that time, urged every 
land owner in Morgan and adjoin- 
ing counties, whose titles were 
effected by the old Sewell claims, 
to unite in an action to try to 
clear them, and to divide the ex- 
pense in proportion to the value 
of the different tracts of land in- 
volved. Had concerted action 
been taken at that time the re- j 
suit might have been different. 1 
But it was left to a few persons 
to defend those claims unaided, 
with the result above mentioned, j 
This decision, in effect, adjudges} 
the Sewells to be the owners of 
one-third of mineral rights to I 
more than twenty farms in Mor- 
gan county.

A closely Drilled Field is Short Lived 

• 

Those who are familiar with 
the gas industry have long real- 
ized that a closely drilled field is 
short lived and that in most pools 
the later wells are less likely to 
he profitable than the early ones. 
Few operators, however, have 
attempted to determine the rea- 
sons for these conditions, and 
most of the business men and 
others are occasionally induced 
to take a “llyer” in gas produc- 
ing seem to be ignorant of their 
existence. Hence, in many east- 
ern gas fields there are more 
wells than are neeessarv or prof- 
itable and in some fields the 
wells are crowded so closely that 
many of them have never pro- 
duced enough gas to pay for 
themselves. 

The geologic study of the 
Cleveland field indicates that in 
most fields the wells that are 
brought in after the general pres- 
sure has declined to one-lmlf of 
its original amount are unprofit- 
able, and that in many fields 
this point may be reached when 
the pressure had declined only 
one-half.

First Gas Masks Made by Women 
oi England and France. 

The use of gas in warfare dates i 
back to about 400 B. C. The 
Spartans saturated wood with 
pitch and sulphur and burned un- 1 
der the walls of the cities they 
were attacking. For several 
centuries gas has not been used l 
in warfare, and The Hague con- 
vention definitely ruled against it . 
However, on April 22, 1915, the 
Germans liberated great clouds 
of gas against Canadian troops 
I near Ypres. Terrible destruc- 
tion and demoralization resulted 
from this first gas attack, and 
within a week England was mak- 
ing plans for gas warfare against 
the Germans. 

Soon after the first German gas 
; attack English and French wo- 
I men sent to the front hundreds 
| of thousands of home-made gas 
masks. For the most part they 
were merely bandages impreg- 
nated with chemicals to wrap 
around the mouth and nose. 
These emergency masks saved 
many lives, but afforded only 
I limited protection.

Sudan grass has been attract- 
ing a great deal of attention dur- 
ing the past few years, especial- 
ly in those sections of the United 
States for which no good peren- 
nial hay grasses have yet been 
found, and where farmers had 
to depend very largely upon mil- 
lets, sorghum, cowpeas, etc., for 
roughage. 

Sudan grass is nothing more or 
less than a tine stemmed, nonsac- 
charine sorghum. Apparently it 
has all the characteristics of the 
ordinary sorghums in soil and 
climatic requirements and differs 
from them chiefly in maturing 
very early, and in having such 
fine stems that it is readily cured 
into hay. Last year the eager- 
ness of farmers to try this grass 
caused the price of seed to reach 
such a figure that many were de- 
terred from making any test, but 
a great many farmers in Ken- 
tucky did and were greatly pleas- 
ed with it. 

On the Station farm a series of 
tests as to rate of planting, 
methods of planting, and date of 
planting were made in 1915. 
The planting was done on a rich 
piece of land and as the season 
was very favorable as regards 
moisture, the growth was tre- 
menduous. From this test we 
are inclined to advise as follows 
as to its culture; 

Sow about the middle of May 
on a,good seed bed, drilling is 
about 20 or 25 pounds of seed per 
acre with the ordinary grain 
drill. The seed is not expensive 
this year, and thick seeding gives 
much finer, better hay. Cut tfie 
first crop when fully headed and 
and the second in ample time to 
avoid frost. Handle about the 
same as timothy. It takes longer 
to cure, however, and should be 
thoroughly dry when put in the 
barn or stack. At the Station 
farm the two cuttings from the 
Jjest plots made over 8 tons per 
acre of hay dry enough to keep 
well. This is exceptional, and 
OfVfhaH' thie-amount would be a 
good crop and as much as should 
be expected. 

In Kentucky, Sudan grass wili 
undoubtedly take the place of 
millets and sorghum very largely. 
It will not take the place of the 
ordinary pasture and meadow 
grasses, but will supplement 
them. It is not a humus farm- 
ing crop and has much the same 
effect upon land as other sor 
ghums.
